Expense Plan 


HARRISBURG (UPI)-Moving 
at a clip seldom witnessed in leg­ 
islative 
halls, 
Senate 
leaders 
yesterday sped to cut die fuse 
on a new expense account explo­ 
sion before it could go off. 
With undue haste, the leader­ 
ship • manned Rules Committee 
stamped out a proposed amend 
ment to the Senate rules which 
would have authorized $20-a-day 
plus mileage for any senator call 
ed in on a non-legislative day. 
The resolution was introduced 
by Majority Whip William J. Lane 
D-Washington, who, along with 
other chieftains from both sides 
of the aisle, said it was a “mis- 
take.” 
They said the plan has been 
kicked around for several months. 
It was designed to clear up once 
and for all the right of the presi­ 
dent pro tempore to pay senators’ 
expenses from his $37,000 contin­ 
gent fund.

Unyielding 


On Berlin? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and Nikita Khru­ 
shchev traded unyielding stands 
on Berlin in their Vienna talks 
with the “implication” of use of 
force to back them up, a U. S. 
spokesman said today. 
The official, who declined to be 
identified. 
said 
Khrushchev 
warned again that Russia would 
sign a separate peace treaty with 
East Germany, giving the East 
Germans control of access to 
West Berlin. 
But he said Khrushchev set no 
time limit for bringing the Berlin 
situation to a head. In the past 
Khrushchev had said it must be 
settled by the end of this year. 
There was an implication the 
East Germans would move to 
block Western access to the city. 
The U. S. official said Khru­ 
shchev did not say in so many 
words “we will use force” if the 
West tries to use access routes 
anyway. But he said the Soviet 
leader gave a strong “implica­ 
tion” of this and stressed that 
Russia was determined to back 
up its position. 
WUl Defend City 
Kennedy made it dear to Khru­ 
shchev that the United States was 
equally determined. As he said in 
his television report to the nation. 
he told Khrushchev we would de­ 
fend Berlin “at any risk.” 
Thus, the U. S. spokesman said, 
the Berlin issue remained largely 
what it had been — firm determi­ 
nation on both aides with the 
same risk of war which had been 
present for years. He said the 
risk did not seem to be suddenly 
increased.
